Hhon I wrata "Ths Truth About the Robert Kennedy Murder" (How the Sirhan Case 
Was Rigged), which wns serialised in TRUTH LETTER, beginning vi th the first issue, I 
scarcely suspected that tbs ample evidence of fraud and deception I had turned up by tmt 
time constituted less than half of all ths trickery in the case.

One of thase documents - both of them unquestionably authentic - is the super- 
secret REE autopsy report, officially titled "Medicolegal Investigation on the death oa 
Senator Robert P„ Kennedy," Written and signed by Dr, Thomas T, Hoguchi, Chief Medical 
Examiner-Coroner, County of Los .uageles, along with four Deputy Medical Examiners (John 
K, Holloway, M,D,„ Abraham T, Lu, K,D», Victor J, Rosen, K„D., and Robert L, Scanlan, 
Ko D,), this document runs to 62 single-spaced pages and thus constitutes one of the most 
painstaking and thorough autopsy reports ever written - in striking contrast to t e ^ 
brief,, shoddy, incomplete and conspicuously fraudulent report on the JEK autopsy concocwKi 
by the military doctors at Retheeda Naval Hospital, 

While couched from start to finish in highly technical language and studiously 
sober terms, the Noguchi Report, upon close infection, reveals a nuobar of truly start- 
ling facts and conclusions which give the lie, irreconcilably,, to the oia.'.cisI version^

assigned ths job of killing, is clearly demonstrated by the Etegucni Report, Ml wencs;.:

The other document in question is the official transcript of the brand 
Jury proceedings of June 7, 1963, which ted to the indictment of Sirhan as t*-o a-legiri 
killer of Senator Kennedv, This voluminous document of 272 pages (double-spaced ) is 
so hush-hush as the Hoguchi assport, but its availability to the public baa been restric - 
ted and it has never before been published. There is plenty of dynamics m its pages, 
too, ss tbo reader will soon be able to judge for himself. 





The picture of the HFK assassination that has eeen presented to the public by the 
Los Angeles Police,, the idJI and the District Attorney is, as these documents and the 
evidence previously available show, completely false* both as a whole and r.n all its 
major details.
